Market  gardeners  have  found  it  quite  profitable  to  plant  such  varieties  as  Beet,  Radish,  and  Lettuce  in  hot- 
beds for  winter  use  as  there  is  always  a good  demand  for  fresh  vegetables  during  winter  months.  Spring 
Flowering  bulbs  should  be  plantted  not  later  than  this  month  to  obt  in  satisfactory  results.  Plant  Hyacinths,  Tulips,  Narcissus,  and 
Jonquils.  Sow  all  varieties  of  winter  and  spring  blooming  flower  seeds  in  cold'  frames  to  be  set  out  in  January  and  February,  as  for 
instance.  Asters,  Pansy,  Busy,  Phlox,  Chinese  and  other  Pinks,  Alyssum.  Candytuft,  Wall  Flower,  Larkspur,  Poppy,  Hollyhock,  Snap- 
dragon, Calleopls,  Heliotrope,  and  Mignonette.

Prepare  a deep,  finely  pulverized  and  well  settled  seed  bed.  Plant 
ten  to  twelve  seeds  to  the,  hill,  close  together,  if  the  soil  is  inclined  to 
crust,  as  one  plant  will  help  the  other  raise  the  crust,  and  the  strongest 
should  be  left  in  thinning.  Cover  the  seed  about  2 inches  deep.  If  hills 
4 feet  each  way,  thin  to  one  plant  they  have  five  to  six  leaves;  if  G feet 
each  way,  thin  to  two  plants  to  the  hill. 

Cultivate  frequently,  deep  away  from  the  plants,  but  shallow  close 
to  them.  When  hoeing  remove  the  cruft  from  around  the  plants  and 
replace  with  fine,  loose  soil. 

If  under  irrigation,  they  should  be  watered  regularly  about  every 
two  weeks  and  the  watering  continued  through  the  ripening  season  to 
keep  the  vines  thrifty.  Many  do  not  irrigate  during  the  ripening  season, 
with  the  result  that  after  a couple  of  weeks  the  melons  ripen  prematurely 
and  are  of  poor  quality. 

FOR  THE  CUTWORM  Mix  Paris  Green  with  bran  and  spread  a 

circle  around  the  plant. 

FOR  APHIS  First  keep  the  vines  hardy  by  deep  planting  and  proper 
cull iv'tion,  irrigation  and  fertilizers.  Then  if  the  aphis 
appears,  which  is  unlikely,  spray  with  Black  Leaf  40,  or  bury  the  affected 
part  with  dust.  Either  way  is  a constant  fight. 

FOR  MELON  BLIGHT  that  is  caused  by  a fungus  at  the  root, 

spray  the  hill  freely  with  Bordeaux  so 
that  the  liquid  will  follow  the  stem  several  inches  beneath  the  surface. 
This  should  be  done  as  a precaution  rather  than  as  a remedy. 

READ  THIS  if  you  would  prolong  the  life  of  your  vines,  make  a 
path  between  the  rows  by  training  the  vines  to  grow 
along  the  rows,  and  not  accross  from  one  row  to  the  other.  Then  at  pick- 
ing time  do  not  allow  the.  pickers  to  tread  upon  the  vines.  To  do  so 
makes  many  culls  and  shortens  the  life  of  the  vines  and  lessens  your 
profit  about  one-third.

If 
necessary,  for  3 days.  Keep 
in  dry.  warm  place,  feed 
lightly  and  give  plenty  of 
clean,  cold  water. 


Directions  for  Roup. 


Inoculate  according  to 
the  quantity  indicated  on 
cut  of  syringe  for  age  of 
fowl  being  treated.  Drop 
two  or  three  drops  of  Ocu- 
lum down  the  throat.  If  the 
head  is  swelled,  press  the 
matter  out  through  the  nos- 


trils, as  indicated  on  cut 
above  Wash  the  head  out 
with  about  five  drops  of  Oc- 
ulum through  the  slotln  the

LUM”  and  fowl  will  get  well  much  quicker. 


Roup  is  harder  to  reach  than  Cholera,  as  the  germ 
which  attacks  the  Intestine  of  the  fowl  penetrates  the 
mucus  membranal  lining  of  the  Intestine,  and  Is  dis- 
tributed by  the  circulation  In  various  parts  of  the  body, 
manifesting  Itself  by  an  inflammation  of  the  mucus 
membranal  lining  of  the  throut,  nostrils  and  eyes. 


Directions  for  Gapes. 

If  Gapes  are  taken  In  the 
early  stage  a cure  is  very  sim- 
ple. 

Strip  a feather,  leaving 
only  a tuft  on  the  point:  dip 
this  In  Oculum,  Insert  in  wind 
pipe,  twist  several  times  and 
draw  it  out.  Repeat  if  neces- 
sary. 

Inoculate  by  Injecting  Oc- 
ulum as  indicated  for  age  of 
fowl  on  cut  of  syringe. 


— In  se- 
vere cases  care  must  be  taken 
to  insert  the  feather  dipped  in
